St. Joseph’s board installs Pryle 


The board reaffirmed the hospital’s com¬ 
pliance with Title VI of the Civil Rights Act, 
which states that Saint Joseph's Hospital 
admits and treats all patients without regard 
to race, color, national origin, sex or reli¬ 
gious creed. The board also restated Saint 
Joseph’s Equal Employment Policy, a com¬ 
mitment of nondiscrimination in employ¬ 
ment and in the treatment of its employees. 

The financial report for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 was also reviewed. During 
the year the hospital expended 55.6% of its 
total expenses for employee salaries, wages 
and benefits, a 3.2% increase over the pre¬ 
vious fiscal year. Occupancy rate was 88.4%, 
an increase of 3% over fiscal year 1980. 

The 1980-81 annual report highlighted the 
theme. “Wholistic Healthcare-the Con¬ 

tinuing Challenge.” in which an effort is 
made to truly care for the whole person, 
patient and employee, and return them to 


full health in a healthy community. 

Capital additions made during the year 
and department reports reflected on what 
St. Joseph's has done this past year and also 
attempt to direct a vision in meeting the 
continuing challenge, working toward pro¬ 
viding better health care and service to the 
people of the Carbondale area.

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City hall reports 


No PCB’s 

A district representative from the state’s 
Depaitment of Environmental Resources’ 
office last Wednesday visited the Peck 
Avenue site where two electrical trans¬ 
formers were stored. 

Some residents of the area had expressed 
concern that storing the transformers there 
produced a health hazard since there was the 
possibility that the transformers contained 
the cancer-causing agents PCB’s. 

Last Wednesday that worry was dispelled 
when the Wilkes-Barre office representative 
of the DER visited the city to examine the 
transformers. 

According to Martin P. Judge, city 
administrator who accompanied the DER 
man. “It’s his determination that the trans¬ 
formers are empty.’’ 

An earlier inspection of the site by repre¬ 
sentatives of the Pennsylvania Power and 
Light Co. (PP&L) had determined the same 
(see last week's Carbondale MIRROR for 
an exclusive report), but Judge sought the 
DER inspection to ensure the safety of the 
transformers. 

Although it was determined that the 
transformers do not contain the PCB’s. the 
owner of the transformers. John Baumann, 
agreed to move the electrical pieces further 
back into the junk yard there to prevent 
youngsters from playing around and on 
them. 

Flashing school lights 

it is possible that old city traffic signals 
can be used to create flashing lights to be 
placed near city schools. 

(See editorial in the Sept. 2 issue of the 
Carbondale MIRROR.) 

City administrator Martin P. Judge told 
the Carbondale MIRROR last week that he 
had talked with George Wallis, who handles 
electrical work for the city, and that the 
electrician agreed that flashing signals prob¬ 
ably could be made from the old signals. 

However, Wallis was given one of the old 
traffic signals to determine if the working 
parts are still in good enough working condi¬ 
tion to make the lights which warn motorists 
to slow down during the hours when stu¬ 
dents are going to and coming from schools. 

Let the snow come 


Thus, he added, the city’s only real 
expense for doing the state's work is the cost 
of any cinders thrown along those routes. 

And, besides, he pointed out, city resi¬ 
dents call city hall to complain about the 
streets — whether the state or city is sup¬ 
posed to maintain them. 

The state, he added, does not have the 
manpower or equipment it used to and its 
response time is much slower than a few 
years ago. 

So. the city administration feels that the 
state-cared-for streets would not be cleared 
as soon or as well as when the city does them. 

Dundaff optical illusion 

Complaints about the reconstruction of 
Dundaff Street making that main city tho¬ 
roughfare so much narrower are apparently 
the result of an optical illusion. 

That’s what Judge told the Carbondale 
MIRROR last week. 

There’s been a minimal amount of street 
removed for curbs and sidewalks, the city 
administrator said. Exactly how much, he 
couldn’t say, but he said it's only a couple of 
inches from each side. 

The illusion, he explained, was caused 
from vehicles traveling so low alongside the 
curbs. 

Once the street is repaved, the illusion is 
supposed to disappear. 

The subbase is down and the contractor 
had hoped to put in the first binder course on 
Monday, Oct. 5. 

HUD investigating? 

“This is the first time I heard of it 
That’s what Martin P. Judge, city admin¬ 
istrator, told the Carbondale MIRROR 
when asked if rumors about the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment (HUD) investigating the city’s home 
rehabilitation program were true. 

Judge explained that no violations have 
been found in the program, administered by 
the city’s community development office, by 
auditors. 

There have been a couple of bookkeeping 
errors, he added, but those minor. 

The rehabilitation program is set up to 
avoid fraud, he said. 

Each rehabilitation job is put out on bid 
and payment goes to the contractor rather 
than the homeowner. 


City Administrator Martin P. Judge told 
the Carbondale MIRROR that the contrac¬ 
tor is slated to put in surface drains first. Any 
digging in the road's surface will have to be 
covered with temporary pave, he said, so 
that the road will not be left a mud puddle 
during the winter. 

Downtown sidewalks 

The construction of new curbs and side¬ 
walks in the block on South Main Street 
between Sixth Avenue and Seventh Avenue 
will start sometime in the spring. 

A representative of the state’s Department 
of Community Affairs visited the city last 
Wednesday to inspect the project site. 

Bids have not yet been put out on the 
project, the MIRROR was told. 

Parking meters back 

With the limited work crews at city hall, 
no parking meters have been replaced since 
city council requested it be done. 

The solons noted that the extra parking 
meters resulting from the recent placement 
of dual-head meters should be placed where 
parking meters should be, but aren’t. 

A city hall source said, “We’ll get to them 
when we can.” '•* 

Street paving 

The paving of four city streets should get 
underway by the middle of October, says 
city administrator Martin P. Judge. 

The four streets, scheduled for paving 
under the Liquid Fuels Program, are Mit¬ 
chell Avenue, Rear Gordon Avenue, Walnut 
Street, and Terrace Street. 

At the last city council meeting a low bid 
of $20,228 was presented by Keystone Pave¬ 
ment and Equipment. 

Budget work begun 

At the beginning of the month, the city’s 
finance office started work on the 1982 city 
budget. 

According to city hall sources, some preli¬ 
minary figures for the budget were drawn up 
early last week.

Fire and police weekly report 


It’s only the beginning of October, yet the 
city's snow removal equipment is almost all 
ready to handle the white stuff once it hits 
city streets and avenues. 

The MIRROR was told last week that all 
pieces of city equipment are winterized and 
that most are ready to handle the snow now. 

When the MIRROR spoke with a city 
spokesman Thursday, one truck was having 
a clutch replaced. 

Taking state’s money 

At the last meeting of council, the solons 
voted to allow the city to dean the snow off 
several city thoroughfares which make up 
part of the state highway system. 

The state will reimburse the city some 
$6,000 for handling the snow clearing during 
the winter of 1981-1982. 

Yet. the council’s vote was not 
unanimous. 

Councilman Michael Tolerico voiced the 
opinion that should the winter be a bad one, 
the city could lose money doing the state's 
work on those roads. 

The city’s administration has claimed that 
over the past couple of winters it has done 
the w ork that the city has made money clear¬ 
ing the extra snow. 

Martin P. Judge, city administrator, told 
the Carbondale MIRROR that it is the city 
administration's contention that city work- 
crews have to travel along and cross those 
streets which the state used to care for — 
including Fallbrook, Main. Brooklyn, and 
Belmont. 


“We have an excellent program," he 
concluded. 

Still flashing 

The traffic signal at Main and Sixth had 
been flashing caution forfour days when the 
MIRROR asked city hall why. 

Judge admitted that he did not know why 
it was still blinking on Thursday afternoon. 

But he was able to explain that the light 
had been like that since a thunderstorm 
which struck the city the Sunday evening 
before. 

Demolition project 

There are about six buildings in the city 
which are scheduled to be demolished under 
a joint city-county project. 

Under this program the county is han¬ 
dling the clerical work and is chipping in 50 
percent of the cost, while the city picks up 
the other 50 percent. 

Sources at city hail hesitated to list the 
locations of the vacant buildings since there 
have been several vacant building fires in the 
past couple of weeks and it was feared that 
releasing the addresses of the scheduled-for- 
demolition buildings would invite arsonists 
to torch those buildings, endangering neigh¬ 
boring homes. 

Gordon Avenue work 

It was hoped that work on the recon¬ 
struction of Gordon Avenue would start 
Monday, Oct. 5.
